Europe (RFE) employment toward his Federal retirement. I first 
assured Hawley that McHale was not a U. S. Government employee when 
he was with RFE and that the Civil Service Commission has consistently 
ruled against crediting RFE employment for Federal retirement. I 
explained that RFE is no longer administered by CIA, but for his informa- 
tion, I left a copy of the CSC appeals decision in a similar case in 1969 
and a copy of a letter from State to Senator Case in 1971 informing him 
of the firm CSC decision. Hawley appreciated the background information 
and will contact State. He felt quite sure that Vander Jagt will not sponsor 
a private bill for McHale.
